If you haven’t registered, 
the time is now

If you weren’t i8 four years ago or moved or 
changed your name since, you’ll need to reg- 
ister to vote or update your voter registration 
information if you want to cast a ballot for the 
upcoming presidential election. 

Tuesday is National Voter Registration Day 
when national, local and grassroots organiza- 
tions make a push to engage Millennials and 
get them registered to vote. 

As of Sept. lo, Chicagoans ages i8 to 24 
made up 8.6 percent— the smallest segment 
by far— of registered voters in the city, accord- 
ing to data provided by the Chicago Board of 
Election Commissioners. That percentage is 
down from 11.3 percent in the 2008 election, 
when the youth vote was influential in elect- 
ing President Obama. 

Currently, a total of 1.27 million people in 
Chicago are registered. 

The Chicago Board of Election Commis- 
sioners is trying to reach tech-sawy voters by 
offering an online registration form. 

To register, click visit bit.ly/S8aBWn and fill 
out the form. It has to be printed out, signed 
and returned to the Chicago Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners by Oct. 9. If you don’t 
have a printer, you can still submit your in- 
formation online before Oct. i. The Board of 
Election Commissioners will print it out and 
mail it to you for a signature. 

It is not a complete online registration pro- 
cess but the closest Illinois will get to it given 
the state law that requires a “wet ink” signa- 
ture on the original registration form. 



A grace period follows from 
Oct. 10 through Nov 3, three days before 
Election Day Residents need to bring two 
forms of ID (including one that shows a cur- 
rent address), register in-person and imme- 
diately vote in the same visit to the Chicago 


Board of Election Commissioners on the 6th 
floor of 69 W. Washington St. 

Early voting starts Oct. 22 and runs through 
Nov 3. During that time, registered voters 
can bring a government-issued ID and cast 


ballots at any of the 51 locations open Mon- 
day through Saturday Three locations will 
be open on Sundays. Eor a list of sites visit

Are you {bleeping} kidding me? 

When it comes to swearing in the office, 
Chicago ranks third (behind Washington, 
D.C., and Denver), according to a recent 
study Fifty-eight percent of residents said in a 
CareerBuilder survey that they swear at work. 
(The company is partly owned by Tribune 
Company owner of RedEye.) 

Forget being the city of big shoulders; we 
are a city of potty mouths. Damn right. 

Consider reputed cuss master Mayor 
Emanuel, former Illinois Gov Rod “[bleep- 
ing] golden” Blagojevich and Lincoln Park’s 
Wieners Circle, where workers yell every 
known expletive at customers. Hey Chicago 
has its tough-guy image to uphold. 

Undoubtedly some foul language isn’t so 
shocking anymore. Cee Lo Green has a song 
called “[Bleep] You.” Reality TV shows con- 
stantly are bleeped. The term F-bomb even 
made it into Merriam-Webster’s Collegiate 
Dictionary last month. But does all that make 
it appropriate to swear at the office? 

The short answer, experts said, is that it 
depends. 

Some work environments are informal— 
with casual attire, flexible hours and looser 
lips. Others are more buttoned-up and have 
policies against swearing. For employees who 
feel overworked and underpaid as they face 
constant deadlines and mounting frustra- 
tions, shhh— ahem, swearing happens. 

The unwritten rules can be tricky in figur- 
ing out whether it’s OK to swear, said Brad 
Karsh, president of JB Training Solutions, a 
workplace consulting firm in Lakeview “Just 
because other people in the office swear 
doesn’t mean you have the right to do it. Just 
because you think it’s appropriate, others 
may not,” he said.

His advice is to avoid swearing unless you’re 
very familiar with the culture. Take into ac- 
count whether you’re the new kid on the 
block, whether senior executives are around 
or whether there are co-workers nearby who 
might be offended. 

‘As long as you’re doing it reasonably, as 
long as you’re well established with the com- 
pany and as long as you’re certain people in 
the room won’t be offended, it’s probably 
OK,” Karsh said. 

In the advertising world, anything goes. 
Three hours into Dave Theibert’s first day of 
work, he heard co-workers swear. Four years 
later, he says he has the “worst mouth” at the 
office. 

“I do absolutely cuss a significant amount 
in this office. ... The majority is out of frus- 
tration. Certainly it kind of free flows out of 
my mouth,” said Theibert, 27, senior program 
manager at a downtown advertising firm. 

His word of choice depends on his mood 
and how angry he is, he said. 

He finds himself holding his tongue in cer- 
tain situations. “When I’m working with in- 
dividuals I don’t see on an everyday basis and 
I don’t have a personal rapport with, that’s 
where that line is drawn,” he said. 

Most swearing is innocuous, said Timothy 
Jay, psychology professor at Massachusetts 
College of Liberal Arts and author of 
“Cursing in America.” Swearing can

even be beneficial, he said, by alleviating the 
frustration and building camaraderie. 

The dark side of cursing at work? It can be 
offensive to co-workers or customers, sexually 
harassing or threatening. It can hurt the com- 
pany’s credibility and cost business. It also can 
affect what bosses think of employees. 

A majority of employers in the survey said 
workers who swear would be less likely to be 
promoted, would appear less intelligent and 
would have their professionalism questioned. 

“Swearing in the office is all about power 
and status,” Jay said. “You see the workers 
say they shift swearing less around bosses and 
more around colleagues,” he said of the survey 
results. 

The nationwide survey also showed that 
men report swearing more than women. Em- 
ployees ages 18 to 24 were the age group least 
likely to swear at work. 

Jaymie Gelino, 29, said she tries not to 
swear at work because of the stigma attached. 
But she has muttered the occasional “oh 
[bleep]” under her breath, quiet enough so 
not many colleagues can overhear. 

“You don’t want to be perceived as unedu- 
cated if you’re going to use a cuss word versus 
using your words wisely,” said Gelino, a senior 
financial analyst who lives in Schaumburg.

Using colorful language gives others instan- 
taneous information, said Alexandra Levit, 
Chicago-based author of “Blind Spots: 10 
Business Myths You Can’t Afford to Believe 
on Y^ur New Path to Success.” 

“Be aware of its impact on your reputation 
and your persona as a confident, mature pro- 
fessional, just like the way you dress, the work 
you do, the way you conduct yourself, the way 
you shake hands and give eye contact,” Levit 
said. 

It’s best to avoid it at the office, she said. “If 
you do it, you might look bad. But you’ll never 
look bad not doing it.” 

In her first job after college, Farha Khan, 
now 29, let an “oh crap” slip when she did 
something wrong and her manager told her 
she can’t blurt that out at work. 

She currently works in the Loop as a qual- 
ity control manager at a company contracted 
to process paperwork for the Indian Embassy 
where she monitors communications for lan- 
guage and tone. 

“It’s just disrespectful. It makes people 
uncomfortable,” she said. Special attention 
needs to be paid to cultures and ethnicities 
that frown upon profanity she said. 

“I don’t even swear with my friends unless 
I’m angry” Khan said. “I try to keep it clean.”

Robbers run off with more 
than $140K from CTA building

Two robbers made off with more than 
$140,000 from a 71-year-old retired CTA 
worker who was delivering the money to a 
credit union in a bus garage on the West Side 
on Thursday morning. 

Two “persons of interest” were taken into 
custody soon afterward and were being ques- 
tioned, police said. 

The worker was walking toward the Chi- 
cago Avenue Garage Federal Credit Union at 
642 N. Pulaski Road around 8:45 a.m. to de- 
liver the money from a bank when two men 
confronted him, according to police. 

One of the robbers shot the worker in the 
leg, and the two fled in a red van, police said. 

The victim was taken to Mount Sinai Hos- 
pital in critical condition, said Meg Ahlheim, 


a Fire Department spokeswoman. 

A short time later, a red van was spotted at a 
gas station at Washington Boulevard and Pu- 
laski Road, a little south of the CTA garage. 
Police couldn’t say whether it’s the same van, 
but they’re looking into it. 

Eventually, police caught up to two people 
and were questioning them, police said. 

There was no evidence the money was re- 
covered, police said. 

“We’re deflnitely cooperating with the po- 
lice department,” CTA spokeswoman Tammy 
Chase said when asked if the transit agency 
had given video surveillance to authorities to 
review. 

Chase confirmed the credit union is housed 
in the Chicago Avenue CTA garage but had 
no further details this afternoon.

Judge denies request to keep 
anti-Islam film off YouT ube 



D LOS ANGELES A California 
judge denied a request on 
Thursday to remove an anti-Islam film 
from YouTube that has spawned vio- 
lent protests across the Muslim world. 

Actress Cindy Lee Garcia had 
sought to have the film removed in a 
suit against YouTube parent company 
Google and a California man linked 
to the film, saying she was duped into 
taking part and had since received 
death threats. 

“The request for a temporary re- 
straining order is denied. The plaintiff 
has not shown a likelihood to prevail 
on the merits,” Los Angeles Superior 
Court Judge Luis Lavin said. 

Garcia’s is the first known civil law- 
suit connected to the making of the 
video, which depicts the Prophet Mo- 
hammad as a womanizer and a fool, 
and which helped generate a torrent of 
violence across the Muslim world last 
week, the anniversary of the Sept, ii, 
2001, attacks. 

The violence included an attack on 
U.S. diplomatic facilities in Benghazi 
in which the U.S. ambassador to Libya 
and three other Americans were killed. 
U.S. and other foreign embassies also 


were stormed in cities in Asia, Africa 
and the Middle East by furious Mus- 
lims. 

Garcia accused a producer of the 
movie, whom she identified as Nakou- 
la Basseley Nakoula using the alias Sam 
Bacile, of duping her into appearing in 
a “hateful” film that she had been led 
to believe was a simple desert adven- 
ture movie. 

“There was no mention of Moham- 


med’ during filming or on set. There 
were no references made to religion 
nor was there any sexual content of 
which Ms. Garcia was aware,” the law- 
suit said. 

For many Muslims, any depiction 
of the prophet is blasphemous. Cari- 
catures deemed insulting in the past 
have provoked protests and drawn 
condemnation from officials, preach- 
ers, Muslims and Christians.

‘Liberal Arts’ director 
Josh Radnor takes 
a personal look at 
(post-)college life

Asked what aspects of his “How I Met 
Your Mother” character he enjoyed 
exploring last season, Josh Radnor takes 
a mulligan. Outside of reconnecting with 
Victoria (Ashley Williams), Radnor can’t 
remember what happened to Ted. 

College, on the other hand, clearly lingers 
more vividly in the memory of the star, writer 
and director of the excellent “Liberal Arts,” opening 
Friday Shot at Radnor’s alma mater, Ohio’s Kenyon Col- 
lege, the movie chronicles 35-year-old Jesse (Radnor) as he 
returns for a favorite professor’s (Richard Jenkins) retire- 
ment party and strikes up a connection with 19 -year-old 
Zibby (Elizabeth Olsen). As someone struggling to move 
forward rather than keep looking back on the good 
old days, Jesse’s happy for this instant bond but uneasy 
about the different places he and Zibby are in their 
lives. 

From New Y)rk, the 3 8 -year-old Radnor talked 
about feeling old, being rude to his parents and mak- 
ing movies to answer his own big questions. He also 
noted that, unlike Jesse, Ted’s snobbiness (such as 
the way he pronounces “encyclopedia”) is played for 
laughs: “His affectations seem so ridiculous.” 

You got the inspiration for “Liberai Arts” when you 
went back to Kenyon and feit so much older than 
the students when showing them your first movie, 
“Happythankyoumoreplease.” What made you 
feel that way? 

Aging’s a funny thing ’cause you don’t really notice 
it happening. Like one of the characters says in the 
movie, you always feel like you’re 19. And I just 
got around the students and they were totally 
lovely, but they seemed so much younger all of a 
sudden. When I was at college we all felt, “We 
couldn’t have been this young!” [Laughs.] It was 
also just this thing where I realized I was 35 and 
the students were 18 and 19 and 20 years old, 
and it was just baffling to me how this had 
happened that I had gotten to be so much 
older than these college students.

So it wasn’t you overhearing them sing- 
ing Justin Bieber lyrics, or you walking in 
the room and them saying, “Who invited 
grandpa?” 

No, I play with a little of that in the movie 
but mostly everyone was really happy Plus 
I get a free pass from those people because 
college kids love “How I Met Your Mother.” 
So no one’s all that rude to me. 

For “Liberal Arts,” were the questions you 
were asking yourseif: “Can you beiieve how 
old I am?” and “What am I going to do about 
this?” 

A little bit. I think it was about how do I do 
this aging thing with a certain amount of 
grace and without freaking out or getting an- 
gry with the universe for going on its merry 
way There’s a really great definition of suffer- 
ing that says, “Suffering is wanting things to 
be different than they are.” And every char- 
acter in “Liberal Arts” is wanting things to be 
different than they are in different ways. So 
you start off with these characters who are 
fragmented and disappointed and living in 
resistance to whatever their situation is. And 


the journey of the movie for me was about 
characters accepting change ultimately and 
saying yes to whatever’s going on and because 
of that having their suffering be lessened. 

So what impact did making the film have in 
your confronting these questions? Did you 
feel better? 

Oh. That’s interesting. I feel like I grew up a 
bit in the making of this film. I got to both 
celebrate and love my college very publicly 
and also got to say goodbye to it in an indel- 
ible way 

Do you have an idea if this notion of being 
19 forever is something men feei more than 
women? I think men say it more often. 

I don’t know. I did a Q&A at the Apple 
store in SoHo last night and someone 
asked me about these protagonists who feel 
eternally youthful and can’t quite step into 
adulthood fully There were about 70, 80 
people there, and I said, “Who here feels 
like an adult?” and one older gentleman in 
the center raised his hand. And no one else 
raised their hand.

Master piece theater 


It doesn’t take an Olym- 
pic judge to recognize the 
degree of difficulty in Paul 
Thomas Anderson’s “The 
Master,” either in the writer- 
director’s execution or the 
audience’s task of process- 
ing it. 

For anyone who prefers 
to see a film, call it “cute” 
and quickly move along, this 
isn’t your movie. Everyone 
else, prepare to award the 
full perfect lo. 

Five years after the tech- 
nically exceptional but narratively choppy “There 
Will Be Blood,” Anderson’s ambition grows even 
larger with “The Master.” This time, the content 
lives up to the style. The work of the filmmaker 
behind classics like “Boogie Nights” and “Magnolia” 
has grown progressively more elliptical. So while 
“The Master” may be summarized as the story 
of a troubled Navy veteran and the controversial 
religious leader who takes him under his wing, the 
movie should not be reduced to anything digest- 
ible in a minute or a few hours or a day The more 
your mind tries to boil it down, the more the movie 
grows. It is a puzzling, tremendous beast.

Joaquin Phoenix, in a performance that would 
not be a bad bet in a Best Actor pool, plays Freddie, 
whose sexual appetite is matched only by his taste for 
booze. This man does not inspire a great deal of con- 
fidence; he is shifty uncertain. When he sneaks onto 
the boat of Lancaster Dodd (Philip Seymour Hoff- 
man), Dodd agrees to forgive the drunken stowaway 
if Freddie makes another batch of the hard stuff 

Dodd, questioning Freddie about the nervous- 
ness he may have picked up during WWII, asks 
him, “Why all the skulking and sneaking?” Dodd 
believes he can cure the incurable, and know the 
unknowable. 

As the leader of a group he and his wife (Amy Ad- 
ams) refer to as The Cause, he submits subjects to a 
series of repetitive questions known as “processing.” 
This manipulatively teases out a person’s hidden 
truths, breaking them down to be built back up. Of 
course, Dodd focuses not just on now but on always. 
With a charisma occasionally recalling John Hawkes 
in “Martha Marcy May Marlene,” he says his meth- 
ods have power over disease and that the answers to 
current problems are hidden in past lives. 


Despite The Cause’s similarities to Scientology 
Anderson has denied the story is about Scientology 
or Dianetics. If the movie has its parallels to L. Ron 
Hubbard’s work, they’re far from the main idea. 
“The Master” is about so much more, from natural 
human impulses to parenting techniques to the 
rebellion of children to the search for guidance to 
people choosing the wrong path. 

With help from another unsettling score by 
Radiohead’s Jonny Greenwood (“There Will Be 
Blood”), Anderson delivers a film that’s strange but 
not inaccessible, elusive but not untraceable, com- 
plex but always rewarding. Sometimes the emotion 
boils beneath the surface, yet “The Master” is any- 
thing but cold. Beautifully conceived imagery and 
remarkable, chilling performances guarantee that. 

“Leave your worries for a while; they’ll still be 
there when you get back,” Dodd advises Freddie, in 
a line not far from one found in Anderson’s “Magno- 
lia:” “We may be through with the past, but the past 
ain’t through with us.” 

Again the filmmaker proves himself an expert 
dissector of broken families and nagging regrets, as 
Freddie may be saved even as he rejects what he’s 
taught. “The Master” is fluid. It is large. And not 
unlike Dodd’s followers, viewers may ultimately 
consider Anderson and ask, full of awe and curiosity 
“What does he know that I don’t?”

The Cabin in the Woods 

Joss Whedon is one of the hottest writer-directors in Hollywood thanks to his block- 
buster “The Avengers,” but that’s not even the best movie Whedon has been involved 
with in 2012. His script for this horror-comedy is brilliant: a deconstruction of the 
college-students-getting-picked-off-one-by-one-in-the-wilderness genre that’s genu- 
inely scary, even as it’s explaining to the audience what it’s doing. It’s best not to know 
too much going in; suffice to say that five youngsters enter a place of dark wonder 
and are subtly manipulated over the course of a weekend into making the kind of 
stupid mistakes that kids in horror movies always do.

Scary cop drama makes 
worthy addition to genre 


The cop movie has 
been done. And done 
and done. Particu- 
larly by David Ayer, 
who wrote “Training 
Day,” “Dark Blue,” 
“S.W:A.T.” and 
“Harsh Times,” along 
with directing “Street Kings.” 

Somehow the filmmaker’s not out of 
material. Directing his own script for the 
second time (after “Harsh Times”), Ayer gives 
“End of Watch” a rather narrow focus. South 
Central L. A. officers Taylor (Jake Gyllenhaal) 
and Zavala (Chicago native Michael Pena) 
patrol the streets. That’s about it. Sure, 
Zavala anticipates his first child with his wife 
(Natalie Martinez), and Taylor develops a 
relationship with Janet (the always-appealing 
Anna Kendrick). 

“End of Watch” doesn’t consider how the 
job influences time off-the-clock, however. 
This tense action-drama worries primar- 
ily about the work and its risks, and the 
partnership that helps the men get through 
the day Gyllenhaal and Pena’s rapport, which 
includes stereotypical but amusing riffs on 
white and Mexican culture, convinces that 
these two would do anything and everything 
for each other. 

A superior tells Taylor and Zavala that 
they’ve tugged the tail of a snake by butting 
heads with a drug cartel that wouldn’t bat an

eye at killing a cop. The film refreshingly re- 
sists adhering to an episodic encounter with 
a specific group, though. We’re there with 
the officers whether they deal with people 
relevant to the big threat or not, and there’s 
no conspiracy afoot. It’s just two men pro- 
tecting themselves and each other, and Ayer 
occasionally depicts the tops of corporate 
office buildings as if to suggest, “These aren’t 
the people involved in what’s happening out 
there. Let’s look at the ones on the ground 
who work and brave danger and matter.” 

“End of Watch” doesn’t reinvent the wheel. 
It does entertain throughout, from the of- 
ficers’ funny banter to Janet and Taylor doing 
Cameron’s “Hey Ma” to the shots taken sole- 
ly from the officers’ points of view We only 
see what the characters see in these scenes, 
getting a glimpse of how it feels to be scared 
in those moments when they don’t know 
what’s around the corner or in the house. 

In theory being alive means being near 
death at all times. “End of Watch” pays true, 
unenhanced honor to some of the people 
who stare down death.

Predictable. Corny: 
Those terms certainly 
fit “Trouble with the 
Curve.” Guess what? 
They fit the vast 
majority of sports 
movies. 

Though not with- 
out its flaws, “Curve” is a movie you root for. 
Veteran baseball scout Gus (Clint Eastwood) 
has spent his life knowing what players to 
get behind. Now, with three months left on 
his contract, Gus can barely see, but he’ll be 
damned if he lets the younger folks in the 
Atlanta Braves organization (including a 
slimy sexist Matthew Lillard) push him out 
the door. Gus’ friend and colleague, Pete 
(John Goodman), recommends that Gus’ 
daughter Mickey (Amy Adams) join him in 
North Carolina to evaluate a hot high school 
prospect (Joe Massingill) whose arrogance 
outweighs his social skills. 

Gus is pure Eastwood. Ask Gus how it’s 
going, and he’ll growl, ‘Absolute crap.” He’s a 
grouch with a good heart, though, and East- 
wood effectively anchors a story about the 
courage it takes to know when you’re spent 
and the importance of keeping your eyes 
open for opportunities. Equally well-used: 
Justin Timberlake as Johnny “The Elame” 
Elanagan, a pro pitcher until he blew out 
his arm and followed in Gus’ footsteps as a

scout (with his eyes on the broadcast booth). 
Timberlake’s great as a scarred charmer. I 
liked Johnny and Mickey and I liked them 
together. 

The absurdly overrated “Moneyball” 
purported to discuss the notion of recogniz- 
ing people who are undervalued. It really just 
used sports-movie enthusiasm to obscure 
why the team really was winning. 

“Curve’s” first-time feature writer Randy 
Brown may have the occasional tin ear for 
dialogue, and the film gets a bit obvious in 
addressing the difference between something 
that works on paper versus in real life. Still, 
the message connects because “Curve” is 
nice, funny and sincere. 

Gus yells at the table he can’t see before 
he trips over it. He insists computers offer 
no help when judging a player. His stubborn- 
ness may be why he seems like he’s been 
a better coach than father. What director 
Robert Lorenz, Eastwood’s longtime as- 
sistant director, gets right is the difference 
between listening to your gut and knowing 
when someone else is right— and recognizing 
baseball as both a game and something more, 
depending on who’s cheering.

‘Dredd’ do-over fails to improve 



Two months after 
people questioned 
whether it was too 
soon for another Spi- 
der-Man (it wasn’t), 
no one’s complaining 
about a new Judge 
Dredd 17 years after 
the 1995 Sylvester Stallone film. 

I don’t think anyone would have com- 
plained about a do-over in 1996. 

To an extent, “Dredd” gets worse by being 
better. Instead of strong (negative) feelings 
about its cheesiness, the new take on the 
comic book hero (now played by Karl Urban 
of “Star Trek”) just inspires boredom. It’s a 
bloody generic movie about good guys hunt- 
ing bad guys. Nothing more. 

This time, Dredd hunts a criminal known 
as Ma-Ma (Lena Headey of “Game of 
Thrones”), who’s eliminated all gang opposi- 
tion and taken over a 200 -story slum with 
the same dingy, green-brown look as “Saw.” 
(Since they’re not making any more “Saw” 
movies— that’s still the case, I hope?— it’s 
nice that Lionsgate can reuse the sets.) 


iiil Dredd/? 


Dredd, a law enforcement officer who serves 
as judge, jury and executioner in a futuristic, 
crime-ridden wasteland, and his newbie part- 
ner (Olivia Thirlby of “Juno”) must fight their 
way out when they’re trapped in the building. 
It recalls this year’s Indonesian martial arts 
flick “The Raid: Redemption,” except with 
gruesome gun violence and people being 
skinned (!) in place ofhand-to-hand/foot-to- 
face combat. 

Slo-Mo, Ma-Ma’s preferred drug, which 
causes the brain to work at i percent its nor- 
mal speed, allows director Pete Travis (“Van- 
tage Point”) to stylize anything in sight when 
someone has inhaled the drug. That means 
everything from slow-motion bath water 
to a bullet ripping slowly through a cheek. 
Mostly, “Dredd” offers occasional toughness 
and consistent brutality as compensation for 
anything interesting, including Thirlby being 
completely unconvincing as an ass-kicker. 


Urban, meanwhile, maintains his status 
as one of Hollywood’s most anonymous oc- 
casional leading men. In “The Dark Knight 
Rises,” Tom Hardy made Bane terrifying

This fall, blue jeans have been pantsed. The familiar 
five-pocket silhouette remains, but the range of indigo 
hues that were once the definition of premium denim 
is being pushed aside by a riot of pattern and color that 
includes florals and forest foliage, paisleys and plaids, 
houndstooth checks and photo-realistic effects— ei- 
ther printed on or laser-burned off 

The fabric of the working class has become some- 
thing more akin to an artist’s 
canvas. 

“1 caU it cocktail denim,” says 
Paige Adams-Geller, founder 
and creative director of Paige 
Denim. “It’s denim that can 
be dressed down or dressed up 
and worn to a cocktail party or 
a black-tie event.” 

Her faU women’s collection 
is abloom with examples: jeans 
printed with black-leaf-print 
patterns, decorated with polka 
dots, embellished with feath- 
ers, wallpapered with pale blue 
flower buds (a collaboration 
with Liberty) and shot through 
with houndstooth checks. 

(Prices range from $169 to 
$199, in line with the label’s 
similar but unadorned offer- 
ings.) 

“There’s definitely been in- 
novation in digital printing 
technology that’s enabled us to 
do special prints that actually 
look like photographs on the 
denim,” Adams-Geller said. 

“I have some digitally printed 
pieces in the spring collection 
that put an over-dye {treat- 
ment} over a photo print, the 
kind of things that make denim 
a lot more exciting.” 

Other technological ad- 
vances have made it possible to 

apply leather-like coatings to stretch denim or to laser- 
burn designs, including patterns and photographic im- 
ages, into the cotton twill fabric. 

But Adams-Geller and others point out that tech- 
nology isn’t causing the denim industry’s current print- 
and-pattern-palooza as much as it is making it easier to 
achieve. The twin engines driving the trend, they say, 
are strong customer demand and the denim industry’s 
equally strong survival instinct. 

Those efforts seem to be bearing some fruit. Premi- 
um denim sales (jeans priced $50 and up) increased 27.5

percent to $3.28 billion for the 12 months ending 
in June 2012, according to market research firm 
NPD Group. 

Jeans makers “did almost everything 
anyone could possibly think of in in- 
digo,” said Jeff Shafer, Agave Denim’s 
founder and creative director. “Every 
shade, every coating, and at some point 
the consumer was like: ‘Show me some- 
thing different!’ 

And it’s amazing 
how fast {denim in col- 
ors] came up.” 

Shafer said that once the 
consumer had broken the 
color barrier (it was women 
first; men have barely started 
to warm to alterna-hues), 
“their minds seemed to be open 
to anything, whether it was dip- 
dyed denim, bright colors, me- 
tallics or prints.” 

Agave Denim touches on 
the trend with offerings that 
include a women’s stretch-jean 
denim with a leather-like coat- 
ing ($194) and two suited-up 
versions of the men’s five-pock- 
et pant— one in a yarn-dyed 
plaid pattern ($235) and another 
that adds an indigo and gray 
herringbone pattern and pin- 
stripe to selvage denim ($350). 

Tim Kaeding, a veteran of 
the industry (7 for All Mankind, 
Gap) who co-founded the wom- 
en’s line Mother Denim, says he 
knew that eye-popping photo- 
printed garments would reso- 
nate at the cash register after an 
early experiment sold out. 

This season. Mother Denim 
is serving up a number of new 
pieces, including a photo-print 
floral (Magical Forest, $295) and 
a pair of jeans covered with embroidery of tiny whimsi- 
cal creatures (Les Baladins du Nouveau Monde, $275). 

The denim industry “has the capability of re- 
ally making this trend go somewhere,” Kaeding says. 
“High-end designers can do it, but they’re doing it on 
beautiful silk and flowy pants and you kind of go: ‘Teah, 
that’s cool, but do I want to wear it every day?’ People 
wanting to wear jeans every day is the reality ... It’s like 
if your house was burning down and you had to take 
one pair of pants with you it’s probably going to be a 
jean.”

Given that the artisan distilling movement 
looks a lot like the craft beer wave of the 
1980s and 1990S, it isn’t surprising that small 
batch distillers have taken a page out of the 
craft brewers’ playbook.

For as long as people have distilled, they 
have tended to produce spirits from whatever 
is close at hand, like sugar cane and molasses 
in the Caribbean, rye in the Northeast and 
corn in the South. Given the availability of 
corn in the South during Prohibition, corn 
whiskey was the predominant moonshine, 
^t, since the passage of the 21st Amendment 
that repealed Prohibition, bourbon displaced 
corn whiskey as the spirit of choice produced 
from corn, and corn whiskey had all but dis- 
appeared. 

While bourbon, by law, needs to be aged in 
a freshly charred oak barrel, which gives it a 


reddish hue and distinct caramel-like flavor, 
corn whiskey’s legal definition is more flex- 
ible. Corn whiskey needs to be made from a 
grain mixture that is at least 80 percent corn. 
It can be aged or unaged, and because the bar- 
rel’s flavor is less marked, the taste is brighter, 
with corn’s unmistakable sweetness and often 
a satisfying, chewy richness. That’s similar to 
corn whiskey’s close cousin, white whiskey 
another craft distiller innovation that aims to 
highlight the flavors of the grain used to pro- 
duce the whiskey 

Like white whiskey corn whiskey works 
well on its own as a sipper or as a substitute 
for vodka or brown, barrel-aged whiskey
